Wonderful because it was the 
first Christmas service the world ever 
knew. 
It was tye fif%t Christmas 
Sermon. Yes, the first Christian Ser­ 
mon. It was night. The sun had set, 
and darkness settled over the earth. 
It was also the night of hope and of 
faith, for the Jewish Religion was 
dying. 
There was peace, but the 
peace of Sadness, for Rome had sub­ 
dued the world, and imposed burdens 
grievous to bear. .Yes, it was night, 
and the Judean Hills were arranged 
for the first Christmas service. The 
congregation had assembled: it is a 
congregation froih two worlds, called 
together by the chimes of God’s eter­ 
nal purpose. First, the preacher. The 
preacher for this Christmas service 
was an angel, “And, lo the Angel of 
the Lord came upon them,” to preach 
is a privilege God has given 
almost 
exclusively to men, and what a privi­ 
lege it is. 
It is the highest privi­ 
lege this side of Heaven. 
God 
has 
only one Son, and he was a preacher, 
If you are called to preach young man 
remember, no enterprise will 
ever 
bring a greater thrill of Heavenly 
joy to your soul. 
Yes, the preacher 
was an angel, but what do we know 
about Angels? 
As we pause to lis­ 
ten to his message, it might be well 
for us to inqufre as to whether or not 
there is a place for Angels in our 
modern life. Is their song, music or 
myth? 
Does their song vanish from 
us as the story of Santa Claus, 
or 
does it leave us its benediction of 
love, hope, peace and joy ? I am well 
aware that the doctrine of Angels has 
been greatly exaggerated. There has 
been much speculation as to their par­ 
ticular work. 
As a result there has 
been an under-emphasis placed upon it 
in our present day thinking. Many of 
us are willing to believe only those 
things which lie within our own nar­ 
row' experiences.

LAW OF SUPPLY AND DEMAND MAY 
SEND TÍIK PRICE OF COTTON HIGHER 
The future price of cotton Sa the subject of much spec­ 
ulation which is being indulged in to a great extent by 
persons who cannot be properly classified as speculators, 
#n the ordinary tense of the word. 
As the end of 1924 approaches, more farmers prob­ 
ably ad* interested in what kind of price for the stapte 
the m y year will bring than has been the case for years. 
As a usual thing most of the fall crop is sold during 
the fall. 
If the staple is not marketed as soon as it ia 
picked, ginned ynd baled, it is aent along to markat arrest 
the wave of selling which usually features the immediate 
pre-hyliday season, when the farmer raises the money 
for Christmas shopping. 
This year the situation is somewhat different, we ars 
informed by many authorities. 
The Christmas rush of 
selling has not materialized and the holding movement 
•s widespread. 
Much of the cotton has been placed in 
the farm bureau cotton pool, white some farmer» are hold- 
ng their product independently. 
The demand for cotton both here and abroad seems to 
je increasing as the textile industry improves, it is point­ 
'd out. 
If the entire European situation continues 
to 
show improvement, this demand can -easonubly be 
ex­ 
pected to continue. 
The 
federal 
government reports, 
showing 
an 
in-, 
rease of something like 3,000,000 bales this year over 
last, while decidedly bearish, has not tumbled the price 
>f cotton and the bulls have weathered that storm. 
If 
he price did not drop materially while the reports were 
being made, authorities see little likelihood that the enor 
moug crop would he a vitally contributing factor to any 
future drop. 
So, if business continues good, and it is believed busi­ 
ness will be good in 1925, these same authorities believe 
.he price of cotton will go upward. 
If such is the case, 
Southern farmers are in probably the best position in 
their history to reap a good share of the profit-taking

BUENOS AIRES— Descendants of 
the Incas along the Amies still search 
to this day for tho-diidden gold which 
legend says their ancestors gathered 
to ransom their emperor Atahualpa 
from the hands of the Spanish con­ 
q u e r Pizarri four centuries aaro, 
and /which they never delivered be­ 
cause Pisarro betrayed and murdered 
Mm. The gold promised by Atahual­ 
pa was enough to fill the room where 
he was imprisoned as high as his neck 
and is supposed to have been buried 
and sealed with bouklers somewhere 
ia the Andes.

Every summer, when the mountain 
snows have melted groups of Indians 
from southern Bolivia and northw est­ 
ern A rgentina pursue their quest, 
armed with picks and some of them 
carrying explosives to blow away thfe 
boulders which are supposed to cover 
the treasure.
